About one month ago I was 
shocked to learn that military 
helicopters used locally to transport 
injured or critically ill patients to 
trauma centers were not @ 
guaranteed service provicied by the 
government. While the helicopters 
have been providec in the past by 
the U.S. Army, all equipment and 
supplies needed to support inflight 
patients are the responsibility of 
local citizens. 

It now seems there is a possibility 
that the service (MAST) might no 
longer be available to the citizens of 
the Wiregrass unless we all pull 
together and raise funds to purchase 
the required equipment and supplies 
to properly equip the MAST 
helicopters and to support the 
continuation of this vital service. I 
suspect that many area citizens are 
unaware of this impending 
probability. 

Many people do not even know 
what MAST is - Military Assistant to 
Safety and Transportation - unless 
they have had a personal experience 
requiring rapid transportation to a 
hospital or trauma center for them- 
selves or members of the family. 

It is unthinkable that we, as 
responsible citizens, would let such a 
vital service that has been provided 
to us in the past, be discontinued for 
lack of equipment and supplies. 
Concerned volunteer members of the 
Coffee County MAG Unit will be out 
in force during the coming weeks 
trying to raise enough funds to keep 
our MAST helicopters flying so that 
lives will continue to be saved. I hope 
that every responsible citizen will 
join with us in keeping the MAST 
program alive and well.

Energy education is important to 
today’s youth. As future voters and 
leaders, they must be prepared to 
make wise and appropriate decisions 
regarding the world’s rapidly chang- 
ing needs for energy. This task will 
let stdUents have an opportunity to 
participate in activities and contests 
that can bring awards, prizes and 
state or national recognition. 

The new year brings new oppor- 
tunities to become involved in 
energy education. This year 
Alabama Energy Education .Week 
will be celebrated the week of March 
18-24. Alabama will join other states 
in placing special emphasis on 
National Energy Education Day 
(NEED) on March 23. The Alabama 
NEED Committee urges all schools 
to plan programs, activities or 
projects that will promote student 
involvement and encourage teachers 
to emphasize energy in that week's 
lessons. A local participation kit that 
will provide assistance and ideas for 
participation is available for schools 
or groups (Science clubs, 4-H, FFA, 
etc.) that join the NEED Network. 
And for a $5 membership fee the 
school or group is also eligible for 
participation in the National NEED 
Projects Youth Energy Awards 
Program. 

NEED was initiated in 1980 by a 
joint Congressional Resolution to 
further energy education in 
American schools and to make the 
most of young people's leadership 
skills. ‘‘NEEDay”’ is the culmination 
of many months of planning 
activities and fun carried out by 
students and adults in more than 
10,000 elementary and secondary 
schools in the NEED Network. 

This year’s NEED theme, 
“Energy Works for America’ will be 
the topic of all programs and 
activities. NEED projects will inform 
students and the general public 
about energy and its effects on 
employment, research and develop- 
ment, plus government politics, 
global events and future career 
opportunities. The '84 theme will 
also let students explore the scient- 
ific laws of the formation of energy 
and its development, distribution 
and efficient use. 

The important part of the NEED 
project, Youth Awards Program for 
Energy Achievement, will recognize 
schools and individuals groups of 
students for their work on outstand- 
ing energy education projects.

Teenagers Look 
Forward To Getting 
Drivers License

Owning a drivers’ license is one 
of the high points of most teenagers’ 
lives. Because obtaining a license is 
of such special interest to Zion 
Chapel students, the Rebel News 
Staff conducted a survey to 
determine the students’ feelings and 
reactions toward the drivers’ permit’ 
and license test. 

One area of interest for students 
preparing to take the permit test is 
the kinds of questions asked on the 
test. There are several different 
permit tests given. Identifying road 
signs make up a major part of the 
test. There are questions concerning 
hydroplaning, drinking and driving, 
following distances for cars and 
motorcycles, procedures for parking 
up and down a hill, a various other 
items. 

Before obtaining a permit, a 
person is requiring to take and pass 
an eye test. Restrictions may be 
placed on driving according to the 
results of the eye test. 

The cost of taking the permit test 
is $5.00. Passing the test requires 
missing no more than six questions. 
A permit is valid for one year and 
one day. The requirements for 
driving with a permit include having 
a licensed parent or guardian or a 
driver education teacher in the front 
seat with the driver. 3 

After a person has driven with a 
permit and has become 16 years of 
age, he or she may take the road test 
to try for a license. People in Coffee 
County may take the written and 
road tests in either Elba or 
Enterprise. 

The road test requires making a 
three-point turn, going through the 
procedures of parking up or down a 
hill, backing straight down the 
street, and making a smooth, safe 
stop in the raod. Failure to make a 
complete stop at a stop sign, reckless 
driving, and speeding are just a few 
of the grounds for failure of the 
driving test. 

A drivers’ license cost $15.00 and 
is valid for four years. If a person 
fails either of the tests, he or she 
must wait for a specified amount of

QUICK GARDENING 

Ninety-nine percent of our 
garden crops were taken out during 
the late December freeze. What is 
the quickest maturing garden crop? 
The answer is radishes. Radishes 
will be ready in 30 to 40 days. 

Another very quick crop is tender 
greens which is a cross between 
mustard and spinach. Turnips are 
also very quick maturing. 

Of course, you could have your 
onion sets out and your Irish 
potatoes planted. Some early birds 
may have already planted a few 
string beans and corn. We may be 
pushing the season just a few days. I 
like to get as much of my garden 
planted early as I can. I am trying to 
get ahead of the insects and grass. 


HOW TO PLANT SHRUBS AND 
TREES 


The best time to plant shrubs and 


trees is in late fall, winter and early

you’ve been meaning to move to a 
new location, now is an excellent 
time to do it. Follow these steps 
when planting shrubs or trees. 

1. Dig a hole that is twice as wide 
as the ball of soil on the roots of the 
plant. For instance, if the root ball is 
10 inches across, dig the hole 20 
inches wide. 

2. Dig the hole at least 6 inches 
deeper than the root ball. 

3, Before putting the soil back 
into the hole, mix some..sand and 
peat moss or old sawdust with it. 
They should be mixed ‘in a i:i:1 
ratio. 
the hole. 

5. Put enough of the soil mixture 
under the plant so the top of the root 
ball is a few inches below the top of 
the hole. 

6. Fill in the rest of the hole. 
Firmly press the soil around the 
plant. Do not fill the hole level with 
the ground. 

7, Leave a depression around the 
plant. The depression will hold the 
water, 

8, Water the plant after planting. 
Soak the ground good. Put pine 
straw, hay, rotted sawdust or leaves 
around the plant.

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Commission Hears Plea For Funds To 
Build A County Animal Shelter 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
March 12, at the Courthouse in Elba, 
and told a representative of the 
Coffee County Humane Society that 
there were no funds in the 1984 
budget to help establish a county 
animal shelter. 

Mrs. Caro! Ann Agnew was at 
the bi-monthly meeting and told the 
commission the cost of establishing 
the shelter was not as much as 
originally thought. 

**When I came before you last fall 
I thought it would cost $40,000 to 
build a shelter,"’ said Mrs. Agnew, 
‘but I have found a way to greatly 
cut the cost."’ 

The new, more economical plan 
offered by Mrs. Agnew involved 
purchasing an old building from Ft. 
Rucker and moving it to a site owned 
by the county. The plan would 
require a one-time allocation of 
$10,000 to purchase the building and 
supplies, and then $15,000 annually 
to employ a full-time animal control 
officer. 

‘Il think once we get the shelter 
the citizens of the county can keep it 
going,”’ said Agnew, ‘‘but we need 
the county to help us get started."’ 

Commission chairman Marion 
Brunson told Mrs. Agnew the county 
did not have the money in the budget 
to help at the present time, but did 
praise her for her dedication to the 
Humane Society. 

Mr. Mike ‘Crittendenn spoke to 
the commission about the South East 
Alabama Transit System 
(S.E.A.T.S.), The system now serves 
11 counties and includes 35 vehicles. 

*S.E.A.T.S. is a public service 


for all people,’’ said Crittendenn, 
“and during February it had 1,900 
passenger trips in Coffee County. It 
is of particular use to the elderly and 
handcapped but does serve 
everyone,” 

Before leaving, Crittendenn 
stated the system would be seeking 
local funding in the near future to be 
used to match state funds. 

A short stretch of dirt road that 
has long been a headache for Waylon 
Davis was brought to the attention of 
the commission at the Monday 
meeting. According to Mr. Davis, 
the road and ditches are not kept up, 
which causes major problems to his 
driveway and yard. After a short, but 
active discussion, the commission 
instructed the engineer to get with 
Davis and work out a solution to the 
problem. 

Deputy Sheriff Tom Weeks met 
with the commission concerning an 
unpaid gas bill, only to find out the 
bill was not the source of the 
problem. 

Weeks presented the $170 gas 
bill that was placed on the Sheriff's 
Dept. credit card and asked why it 
had not been paid. 

The commission stated it had not 
authorized any credit cards for any 
county department, and thus, would 
not pay the bill. Dep. Weeks was told 
the bill should be paid on a personal 
check, then when a voucher was 
filed, the county would reimburse 
the Sheriff for the amount. The 
commission made it clear it did not 
want any county department to use a 
credit card!

Principals of Elba Hydro Inc. had 
informed city officials that lending 
institutions had refused to lend 
money under the old contract that 
allocated 25 percent of the gross 
income to the City of Elba. They 
requested the figure be dropped to 
15 percent for the first ten years of 
the contract. 

Mayor Bob English opened the 
discussion with the statement, ‘We 
all want to see the generation of 
electricity, but by the same token we 
must look out for our people.’’ He

noted that former mayor Robert 
Folsom was present at the meeting 
and had previously indicated he had 
a group interested in leasing or 
buying the facility. 

Larry Bradford, of Elba Hydro 
Inc., told the council that he didn't 
‘‘low-ball’’ the council to get the 
contract with the intention of coming 
back for a better deal, but lenders 
just wouldn't loan money on the 
contract as it was written, He said 
he was willing to renegotiate the 
contract or step aside if anyone could 
operate under the terms of the old 
contract, 

When asked if he would consider 
a counter-proposal given him by 
the city, Bradford said his 15 percent 
proposal was the very best he could 
offer. 

A discussion between English 
and Bradford on tbe technical 
aspects of the cost of the operation 
being covered in the first 7.1 million 
KWH, and the possibility of paying 
more on the additional generation 
caused some disagreement but 
didn't budge Bradford from his 
original proposal. Later he did agree 
to going back to the 2S percent figure 
for all power generated above 8.5 
million KWH. 

Folsom was asked if he was 
prepared to present a proposal, and 
he said that after four years, he 
didn't know but would get with his 
people and find out. The final 


agreement gave him 90 days to 
present a certified statement by a 
registered engineer that the facility 
could generate the 9 million a 
month that Folsom stated it could do. 
Bradford agreed he would step aside 
and would donate all his current 
investment if such a statement was 
made. The 9 million KWH is more 
than Bradford estimated the facility 
would generate annually. According 
to Councilman Cleo Hawkins, who 
worked at the facility when it was 
formerly in operation, the 7.1 annual 
figure is accurate. 

Ralph Stanford, of the Alabama 
Energy Commission, was present 
and also said the 25 percent figure 
was excessive. He recommended 
changing to the 15 percent. 

Council members agreed to 
reducing the percentage to 15 per- 
cent from the 2S percent original 
figure after modifying the agreement 
to include the increase to 25 percent 
for power generated over 8.5 million 
KWH and also writing in that any 
addition to the three existing 
generators would require renegotiat- 
ing the contract. The motion was 
made by Councilman Sonny Inman, 
seconded by John W. Sharpless. 
Voting yes were Councilman 
Hawkins and Councilwoman Frances 
Trammell, Mayor Bob English voted 
no. 

The council approved payment of 
bills totaling $8321.
